Moat remarkable aspect of conference was 
effective role played by anti-Conuaunlsts. 

A. At outset, Turks and Paks squelched 
Nehru’s proposal dlspense with opening

keynoted — said Conununists "confront 
world wlth new form colonialism, much 
deadlier than the old."
